FANTASTIC CARGOES. 
) — 
From Our Harsour Corresponpenr. 


An English visitor, recently commentinz 
on our Dublin railway stations, stated that 
the front of Harcourt street was distinctly 
dirty, Westland row was draughty, while tho 
entrance to Tara street only lacked the 

» notice, “abandon hope all ye who enter 
here,’ to complete its gloomy atmosphere. 
To a passenger who alights at Tara street 
Station, however, the “sense of depression 
caused bythe dismal tunnel exit undergoes 
an immediate reaction when he steps into the 
street. Instead of the narrow bounds of the 
rison-like tunnel, the sweeping waters of the 
Nas Liffey meet his gase, and the sight 
of the schooners berthed but a few yards 
away, wing his thoughts to the freedom of 
wind-swept seas and infinite space. 

The apparent tangle of ropes, seen leading 
up aloft and littered around the decks, sume- 
times tempts the old saijlor to ask a 
bystander, ‘‘ How many ropes has a ship?” 
and, after listening to the several wild guesses 
given in answer, he informs him, with a 
twinkle in his eye, that there are only five. 
The catch lies in the fact that every rope 
on board has an individual name, only five 
of which terminate in the word “ i 

They consist of the foot-rope, found under- 
neath the yard, and on which the men 
stand when handling sail; the man-rope, 
rigged as a handrail on a gangway ; the bolt- 
rope, sewn round the edge of a sail to 
strengthen it; the bucket-rope, fitted as a 
handle to a bucket, and the bell-rope. Some 
sailors insist that this name should be bell- 
lanyard. 

A LIFFEY RECORD. 

The Persian art treasures, valued at over 
a million pounds, which are now being un- 
packed im preparation for the exhibition 
which will be held at Burlington House next 

_ January, were brought to London in the 
steamer. Bahariston, disguised as a. cargo 
of dates. Possibly the record for strange 
cargoes, among our regular. traders to the 
Liffey, was made by the well-known collier, 
Ita, when she once carried several elephants 
in her hold. 

Incidentally, this little vessel, owned by 
Messrs. Palgrave and Murphy, and built by 
the Dublin Dockyard in 1908. is regarded as 
being a lucky ship. She was taken over by 
the Government at the outbreak of the war, 
and carried Government stores through the 
Mediterranean and other submarine-infested 
waters without ever incurring a mishap 
The Ferga, belonging to the same company 
and also built at Dublin, was sunk by a 
submarine when quite a new vessel. : 


Weird names sometimes appear on a ship's | 


manifest, such as dried flies and frogs’ skins. 
Lhe flies are made up into food for poultry, 
while the frog skins, coming from India.

books. Perhaps, more fantastic still was the 
consignnent recently landed at Dublin pv a 
German steamer for a farmer in County 
Meath. It consisted of a cargo of hay—a 
pathetic protest against the heavy rains éx- 
perienced during the months when summer 
should have beén here. 
THOSE QUAYSIDE TERMS. 

Visitors last week included the Dunmore 
Head, from Antwerp, with general cargo; 
the Thelma, from Sundévali, with timber. 
and the tug Strongbow, from Glasgow. An 
important milestone was reached in the infant 
life of the Sligo, recently launched by the 
Dublin Dockyard, when, towed by thé 
Strongbow, she left Dublin for Glasgow on 
her first passage to sea in order to obtain 
her engines and boilers—or “in'ards.” as 
the quayside habitué calls them. The deriva- 
tion of the word “in’ards”’ is not easy to 
trace. Should the reader make any inquiries 
from a user of the word, and brave the looks 
of contempt and scorn given him for display- 
ing such ignorance, he may discover that it 
refers to the principal parts of a vessel which 
are placed inside the huli, known in slang 

s her “ inwards,” meaning the inward parts 
of her. 

The Vaucouver Maru, after a stay ofseven 
days, quité a long spell in the-estimation of 
thé present-day sailor, completed ‘the discharge 
of her consignment of wheat for Dublin and 
‘sailed for Swansea. The Bengore Head left 
for Riga, via Ayr, on the same day. This 
vessel, like a great many of the Head Line 
ships, is no stranger to the Baltic, and thinks

ice pack three inches thick than a farmer 
does of ploughing his field. “ We mav. have. 
perhaps, to blow our whistle a little oftener,’’ 
a Head Line officer remarked to our repre- 
sentative, ' to warn people skating in the 
vicinity to keep out of our way.” 

There are occasions, of course, when winter 
asserts itself, and the ship, finding herself a 
prisoner, has to rely upon the kindly efforts 
of the local ice-breaking vessel to. release her 
from eaptivity. The rescuer follows the 
simple method of charging the ice and mount- 
ing up on it with her specially constructed 
bow, thus forcing it to give way beneath her 
weight. 


THE CZECHOSLOVAK

Tae other morning as I walked through 
the fields near Rathfarnham I was sur- 
prised to find them bright with long lines 
of spiders’ web; for there had been a high 
wind during the hight. The 
spiders that. wove this pattern must have 
been early astir; for their handiwork 
stretched in all directions, and over 
thistles and ragwort to the distant hedges 
the silvery lines flashed and swayed in the 
sunlight. Watching the faery weft, I 
bethought me that not so long ago it was 
generally believed that this gossamer was 
a device employéd by spiders for collecting 
water to drink, on account of the déw- 
drops which settle on the threads, but it 
is now established that these 
insects swing themselves by their shining 
cords from one smal] eminence to another, 
thus accomplishing their annual migra: 
tion. Thé wind-blown variety of gossamer 
is the finest of all;.it can often be felt tc 
touch the face faintly, and a single thread 
is so slender as to be invisible to the naked 
eye unless the sun shines on it. The word 
itself is said to be a corruption of the 
Romance word “ Samarra,’’ a skirt, from 
the legendary belief that gossamer consists 
of shréds from the garments of saints who 
ascended from earth to heaven.

Sir William, although he is a member of 
an old-established Yorkshire family, has 
always been keenly interested in Irish 
affairs, and he is married to an Irish- 
‘woman, formerly a Miss Pring, of Howth. 

Born in 1858, he published his first 
book of poems, ‘‘ The Prince’s Quest,’’ 
at the age of eighteen, and since then his 
output, though small, has been stéady ; 
for he is a most painstaking worker. It 
came as a great disappointment to many 
that on the death of the last Poet 
Laureate, Dr. Bridges, he was not 
appointed to the vacant office; for he had 
been an unofficial Laureate for many 
years. Most of his best work was done in 
the hastiness of a national crisis, and his 
most popular poems are probably his war 
sonnets. In 1920 appeared a small volume 
of poems entitled “ Ireland Unfreed.”’ ,

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There is no authentic record of the 
foundation of St. Audoen’s, but the sup- 
position usually accepted is that it was 
erected by the Anglo-Normans and dedi- 
cated to the patron saint of Rouen. The 
fabric has, of course, been altered and 
repaired from time to time, and as it 
stands the grey old building now occupies 
only about a fourth of its original area. 
At the end of the sixteenth century, 
we are told, “ the paroch of this church 
is accounted the best in Dublin, for that 
the greater number of the aldermen and 
the worships of the city are demurrant 
within the paroch.’’ It suffered, how- 
ever, from the withdrawal of the wealthy 
citizens from the neighbourhood at the 
close of the eighteenth céntury. 

It is a pity that the old parish records 
were not preserved. The parish register 
goes back only as far as 1673, and the 
muniment register, I understand, is very 
incomplete. a 

Two memorials are specially interesting. 
One, in the unroofed portion of the 
original building, is the tomb of John 
Malon, alderman, who died in 1592; the 
other, in the existing church, is to the 
forbears of that gallant gentleman, the 
late Sir Henry Segrave. 


Nature's Beverage. 


It is a enrious fact that throughout 
France water is considered an unwhole- 
some drink, and in that country one 
rarely sees anybody drinking a glass of 
pure water. _ A French peasant always 
mixes something with water before drink- 
ing 1t, as he firmly believes that all the 
Supposed injurious qualities of Nature's 
beverage are neutralised by the addition 
of a few drops of wine or of cider. The 
lower classes in Paris hold that water is 
a drink fit only for animals, although it 
may be taken by humans if a little sugar 
is added; in fact, ‘‘ sugared water” is 
considered a family remedy in cases of 
slight illness, and in some houses a bottle 
of orange essence is often added to the 
invalid’s tray.

IRISH IN THE SCHOOLS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—A few statements | to have 
been made at last Saturday's meeting of the 
Schoolmasters’ Association call for comment. 
The Warden of St. Columba’s objected to 
compulsory Irish. In the statutes of the 
Colle sm St. Colnmba, printed in 1849, it 
was laid down that in election to scholarships 
reference was to be given, other thin 

eing equal, to those who were native Iris 
speakers or had learned to read or speak 
Irish, and, furthermore, that Irish was to be 
compulsory for all scholars on the foundation, 
and that. their progress in Irish was to be 
tested by public examination every term in 
the presence of the Warden and Fellows. 
It would be interesting to know if this pre- 
ference and compulsion still exist, and if 
grace is said in Irish as it was when the Rev. 
W. Sewell, B.D., wrote his “‘ Journal of a 
Residence at the College of St. Columba in 
Ireland.” . 

Mr. G. F. Steede gave £800,000 as the 
ennual cost of ‘translating English into 
Irish and translating Irish back into English 
again.” How is this figere arrived at? 

Mr. J. Bennett referred to the secretary 
of the Educational Branch of the Leegue of 
Nations, who wondered how the Trish Free 
State voung people would be able to compete 
with the other young néople of Europe if 
they lost their proficiency in modérn 
languages. This is the first time that our 
juvenile Mezzofentis have been recognised, 
but Mr. Bennett’s correspondent evidently 
holds that the superiority complex prevents 
the Nordic races from being good linguists.—

frish Times was this :—Did the ised 
educational heads of Protestant opinion ever 
consider why it is necessary to learn Irish’ 
The Free State Government began to rule 
under anything but favourable conditions. 
Public opinion was more or less against it. 
It, therefore, had to take steps to ensure 
that its constructive work would not be 
undone by a change in the Constitution. It 
had: to educate public opinion, to eradicate 
that hankering after past ties. . Towards 
that end it started with the youth of the 
country. The weapon it used, and is using, 
is the Irish language. No other weapon 
would adequately fulfil’ the requirements. 
There was a choice of weapons between 
history or a language. No language is con- 
ducive towards the accentuation of the fact 
that we are Irish but the Irish language. 
History is insufficient towards that end, because 
the question of religion is inextricably mixed 
up with that of the story of thé nation~ A 
study of history in place of Irish would tend 
towards bigotry. 

Thus it is easily seén that the learning of 
Irish is the most effective and the least binssed 
method of ensuring that national sentiment 
will in the future be favourable towards self- 
government. Until everyone becomes an 
active citizen of the State we will have to 
learn “ “‘ compulsory” Trish. When that 
happens we, will learn Trish because we are 
Trish. Till then we will have to erin and 
bear it.—Yours, etc., M. J. Grves.

Is not that to their 
Own detriment, and are not the advocates of 
Irish trying to get others into tha same 
plight as the unfortunate people to whom he 
refers, who are parochialised and unable to 
travel where they would be able to eke out 
& proper livelihood? My expérience is that 
& lot of the western folk w speak Trish 
have also a good knowledge of English, and 
this enables them to travel to England and 
Scotland every year, when work Is scarce 
at home, to do the harvesting there. Thus 
English was their chief asset. When Mr. 
Kyle or any other person can show me in 4 
practical way that Irish is beneficial and that 
any place in which it is spoken is more 
prosperous, then I shall be his convert.—

SUGAR BEET AND FREIGHTS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMRS. 

Sir,—May I draw the attention of the 
public to the action of the Great Southern 
Railways, with, I presume, the sanction of 
the Railway Tribunal, in connection with the 
sugar beet industry in this country? When 
the beet-growing industry was. started the 
Great Southern Railways fixed a temporary 
special rate for conveying beet to Carlow, 
which amounted to 8s. 6d. per gross ton from 
Lismo:e. At that time the price received by 
the grower from the factory was 54%. yer 
ton containing 155% sugar. The average 
tare in beet amounts to about 10%,, and the 
average beet contains about 17% sugar. The 
railway company was, therefore, paid Qs. 4d. 
out of every 57s. Od. received by the farmer— 
1.e., 15% of the value. Last year the con. 
tracted price for beet was reduced to 46s.. 
and, as tne railway rates were unaltered, the 
company received Qs. 4d. out of every 
48s. 9d.—i.e., about 20%. 

Farmers this year contracted to supply 
beet to the factory at the same price as. last 
year, but ‘the railway company ‘to-day, the 
first day of delivery; has cancelled the old 
rate of 9s. 6d., and has put on a rate of 
12s. 114. The beet-growers in this area. 
therefore, will receive for every ton of beet 
delivered, not 40s. 5d... as they received last 
year, but 35s. 7d., and the’ railway com- 
pany s share will not be one-fifth of the 
value, as last year, but one-fourth. 

Does the Railway Tribunal believe that the 
beet-growing industry here will survive an 
additiona' freight of 53s. per acre? Is the 
railway company so prosperous that it can 
afford to drop revenue from one stnall, third- 
class station amounting t) around £250 a 
year ?—Yours, etc ,

| ANCIENT ‘RUINS 
IN IRELAND 
THE NEED OF A 

COMPLETE HISTORY. 


HOW ARCHITECTS CAN 
HELP, 


The opening meeting of tha session 1930-31 
of the Architectaral Association of Ireland 
took place last night at 8 Merrion square, 
Dublin, when r. Alfred  E. ones, 
M.R.LA.L, President, delvered his. in- 
augural address. i 

THE HISTORY OF ARCHITECTURE. 

Mr. Jones spoke of a branch of the 
architect’s work with which’ all properly- 
trained architects: are well acquainted— 
namely, the measuring and sketching of old 
buildings, and pointed out that this was one 
of the best ways of studying the history cf 
architecture in detail. 

After dealing with the bést methods of 
making eurveys, particularly surveys of 
buildings of an antiquarian nature, he pro- 
ceeded to speak of what had been done in 
this country in compiling a record of the 
architectural and antiquarian remains by 
means of measured drawings in the past, 
and to suggest what could be done in the 
future. 

A MATTER FOR REGRET. 

He said that it was a matter for regret 

that Dr. Petrie, O'Donovan, O’Curry, 
Du Noyer, and Wakeman, who were attached 
to the Ordnatice Survey Archeological De- 
partment ‘in 1835, had not the assistance of 
an architect with a desire for measuring and 
recording in a much more faithful manner 
the abbeys and ruins throughout the country. 
If this had been the case, ‘‘ we,” he added, 
“would have now had as complete a record 
of al) the old buildings throughout Ireland 
that amy country could boast of.’’ 
* Bince 1873, when a number of these ancient 
monuments came under the charge of the 
Board of Works, a great deal of valuable 
work had been accomplished by keeping them 
id repair, and by recording them by means 
of accurate measured drawings. 

THE NATIONAL MONUMENTS ACT. 

He spoke of the “ National Monuments Act, 
1930,” passed into law by the Free State 
Government, which made provision for the 
protection and preservation of national 
manumenis and archeological objects, and 
which, he said, might include anv building 
af historical, architectural, traditional, artistic 
or archeological interest. He suggested that 
the time was opportune for the Advisory 
Council set up by the Government to recom- 
mend the publication from time to time of a 
complete history of the country’s ancient 
buildings and antiquitics. The work, he said. 
Rhould be published parish by parish and 
county by ccunty, together with the Ordnance 
Survey letters collected by Petrie and his 
colleagues, and should be illustrated by a 
series of measured drawings, enclosed in 
portfolios of large size, so as to constitute a 
record worthy of the country. 

In conclusion, Mr. Jones said: 
sure that the Advisory Council set up by the 
Government under this new Act will have 
the support and practical assistance uf the 
members of our profession interested in help- 
img to compile the record I have. outlined.”’

“Surely,’’ he said, “it would be possible 
to arrange that the student winner of our

WRAPPERS ALLEGED JO 
BE DECEPTIVE. 


———— 


Should all imported butter bear a mark 
showing that it is either Empire or 
foreign? This was the subject of an 
inquiry at the British Ministry of Agricul- 
ture yesterday by the Standing Committee 
appointed under the Merchandise Marks 
Act. 

The application for a marking order was 
put f rward by the Butter Marking Order 
Committee, representing twenty-three 
bodies, including the Royal Agricultural 
Society, the British Dairy Farmers’ 
Association, Central Champer of Agricul- 
ture, National Cattle Breeders’ Associa- 
tion, Amalgamated Master Dairymen, 
Ltd., National Pig Breeders’ Association, 
New Zealand and Australian Dairy Pro- 
duce Boards, Irish Free State Butter 
Producers, British Empire Producers’ 
Organisation, Butter Consumers’ Vigilance 
Committee, and various cattle societies. 

Resisting the application were the 
English Butter Makers’ and Butter 
Blenders’ Association, the National 
Federation of Dairymen’s Association (In- 
corporated), and the Metropolitan Dairy- 
men’s Society. 2 

Stacked up behind the Committee of 
inquiry were cases and tubs of various 
brands of imported butter. 

Mr. John Morris, for the applicants, 
said that to-day not merely was the con- 
sumer unable to tell whether he was buy- 
ing English or foreign butter, but was 
actually misled into believing that foreign 
butter or foreign and English blended 
butter was straight English butter. 
‘“ We say that the good-will attaching to 
British amd Empire produce is actually 
being diverted into other channels,’’ he 
added. ‘* The proportion of straight 
English butter sold in this country was 
only one-tenth of the total. It will 
astonish people to know that fifty-four 
million pounds worth of butter is imported 
into the country in a year,” Mr. Morris 
said. “We want to protect British 
farmers, dairies and consumers as well as 
the Empire producers.”’ 

OPPOSITION FROM BLENDERS. 

Mentioning that the chief. opposition to 
a marking order came from the blenders, 
Mr. Morrig added; ‘‘ Is it. that they fear 
the knowledge that their blended butter 
contains foreign butter, because it is not 
sold as blended butter, but simply as 
‘ bufte¥ guaranteed pure,” “fresh sagpties | 
daity “ from dairies,” ‘dest “butter, | 
warranted pure,’ and so on?’’ 

Mr. Morris stated that ' blended pro- | 
prietary brands of butter were next highest 
in the price scale to best English butter, 
and, above all, imported butters.

This body presented a report which pretty 
well removed the last traces of British 
domination, actual or supposititious, from 
the relations between the United Kingdom 
and the other members of the Common- 
wealth, and most people supposed that 
the present Imperial Conference would 
have nothing to co except to say “ ditto ”’ 
to the report. 

Mr. eGilligan, however, had a 
different view which he has been express- 
ing with some force during the last three 
weeks. He agrees that in practice the 
Iris) Free State is as independent of 
Great Britain as Guatemala or Siam. It 
can enact its own laws without let or 
hindrance from London. It can—and does 
—impose its own: taxes. It sends its own 
representatives to foreign Courts. It is a 
member of the Council of the League of 
Nations in its own right, and it even has 
been able to hold up the coming into force 
of the London Naval Treaty pending the 
ratification of that instrument by Dail 
Eireann, It has absolute freedom in fact, 
but Mr. MeGilligan has discovered a 
number of small points in which, 
theoretically, the British Government still 
has a nominal, if not an actual or con- 
stitutional, right to interfere in Free State 
affairs. “His object at the Imperial 
Conference is to induce the British 
Government to get rid of these trifles so as 
to bring theory absolutley into line wit 
practice. : 

One of these points so far has not 
affected the Free State at all. It is the 
question of Governors-General. Has the 
British Government the right to tell a 
Dominion that it shall, or shall not, have a 
certain individual as Governor-General? 
On both occasions when the Free State was 
appointing a Governor-General its own 
nominee was accepted without question by 
the British Government, but it seems that 
Australia has had a different experience. 
Now, if the British Government to-day can 
dictate to Australia, what is to prevent it 
from dictating to Dublin to-morrow? This 
is the sort of thing that Mr. McGilligan is 
trying to straighten out. 


HOW MR. McGILLIGAN ARGUES. 


There are several other points of equally 
trifling appearance of which the.Free State 
wishes to get rid. 

Mr. McGilligan argues thus. If these 
matters are of no importance, surely the 
British Government ought to consent to 
their regulation without further ado. If 
the. British Government will not consent 
readily, we must assume that it attaches 
some importance to.them,.in which event 
we have. all the more reason. for : wish- 
ing to have them settled... . 

The truth seems to be, however, that 
most of the points on which Mr.

Really the whole business does not 
amount to a row of pins, The Free State 
Government has effective control of every- 
thing that matters, but one can imagine 
the use that Mr. de Valera would make of 
the slightest loophole that he might find in 
the theoretical independence of the 
Saorstat, It certainly will not be Mr. 
McGilligan’s fault if Fianna Fail has a leg 
to stand on when next it starts to babble 
about constitutional affairs. Possibly,

THE KING OPENS 
“PARLIAMENT. 


SPEECH FROM THE 
"THRONE. - 


GRAVE CONCERN.

The following is the text oí the Speech 
read Ag King from the Throne in open- 
ing new session of Parliament 
yesterday :'— : 

My Lorps ann MEMBERS or THE HOUSE 

or Commons,— | 

It has given me much pleasure to receive 
my Ministers from the Dominions and the 
representatives of India who are attendin 
the Imperial Conference. I watch wi 
deep interest the progress of their labours, 
the satisfactory result of which I shall con- 
fidently await. 

_I hope soon to welcome the representa- 
tives of the Princes and peoples of India 
who ave about to join with members of 
all parties in both Houses of Parliament, 
to consider the future constitutional posi- 
tion of India. My intention is to in- 
augurate this Conference, and I earnestly 
trust that in the conclusion of its proceed- 
ings may be found agreed and wise solu- 
tions of those important questions upon 
which it will be called to deliberate. 

My relations with foreign Powers con- 
tinue to be friendly. I was very glad to 
entrust my son, the Duke of Gloucester, 
with the duty of representing me at the 
coronation of the Emperor of Ethiopia. 

My Government took an active part in 
the proceedings of the Assembly of the 
League of Nations in September last. 
General agreement was reached upon the 
Treaty of financial assistance to States 
victims of aggression, which was recently 
signed at Geneva. The application of this 
Treaty is‘conditional upon the coming into 
force of a general Disarmament Conven- 
tion, which I trust will shortly be con- 
cluded.

I. follow with grave concern. and 
sympathy the continuance of heavy un- 
employment among so many of my people.

My Government will persist in its efforts 
to develop and extend ban. imperial and 
sm. ig trade, and to help in measures 
which will lead to greater efficiency in in- 
dustry. Proposals will be’ laid before you 
for the meá of increased settlement 
and “- oyment on the land, and of large- 
scale farming operations, and for the 
acquisition and improvement of agricul- 
tural land in need of re-conditioning, and 
for the organisation of producers for 


marketing purposes. 
UNEMPLOYMENT FUND. 


I propose immediately to set up a Com- 
mission to inquire into the whole question 
of unemployment insurance, and, in par- 
ticular, into the allegations of abuse of 
its provisions, The Commission will be 
asked to present interim reports on the 
most pressing questions, and, if required, 
legislation based upon them will be intro- 
duced. In the meantime a measure to 
make further financial provision for the 
Unemployment Fund will be laid before 

ou. 

My Ministers propose to introduce legis- 
lation to secure for the community its 
share in the site value of land. Measures 
will be submitted to you for raising the 
age of compulsory schoo] attendance, for 
amending the law relating to trade disputes 
and trade unions, and for the setting up 
of a Consumers’. Council. My Ministers 
propose to introduce legislation for the 
modification and extension of the law 
relating to town-planning and to the 
preservation of rural amenities, and for 
the amendment and consolidation of the 
Factory Acts. 

A measure of electoral reform wil] be 
submitted to you. ‘Bills will also be laid 
before you to enable the ratification of 
the Washington Hours Convention ahd of 
the International Convention for the 
Safety of Life at Sea, and for the estab- 
lishment of a new statutory authority to 
deal with passenger traffic in London. 

I prav that, under the blessing of God, 
the outcome of your deliberations may 
advance the happiness and vll-being of 


my people.

Mr. E. Blythe, Free State Minister for 
Finance, © addressing a ‘Cumann na 
nGaedheal meeting in the Town Hall, 
Rathmines, Dublin, last night, said that 
they were hearing the call íor tariffs on 
everything. Tariffs on everything would 
be no remedy for the economic difficulties 
of the country. At the Assembly of the 
League of Nations at Geneva he had 
opportunities of talking with representa- 
tives of a number of countries, - A good 
deal of the time of the League was 
‘occupied by discussions on the economic 
conditions of Europe and the world. The 
depression that existed now was the worst 
that had been experienced for a very long 
time. , Re oat dy | 

TARIFFS AND UNEMPLOYMENT. 

It was not only that there were almost 
two millions unemployed in England, but 
there was a very muéh greater number 
of unemployed in Germany, and the posi- 
tion there led to the belief that in. the 
winter there would be not less than five 
million unemployed in that country. In 
the United States of America there was 
unemployment to an extent. greater. than 
that in Great Britain or in other 
countries. One of the things on “which 
he had found unanimity among. all the 
people to. whom he spoke was that, to 
a very considerable extent, the economic 
difficulties of the world: were dtie to ex- 
cessive tarifis. .;. . 

He could not say that he had met any 
doctrinaire free trader, or anyone who 
wanted to return to the condition of affairs 
which . syubsisted._ in Great. Britain - before 
the War, when there were practically no 
Customs duties. They’ were believers in 
. tariffs. properly, intelligently “and dis- 
creetly used, but industries should not be 
kept alive by. tariffs, which .would be a 
arm detriment, to the general économic 
ealth of the country.. “They did nt see 
any great possibility of getting interna- 
tional agreements to reduce tariffs, simply 
because of the very great depression to 
whieh these very excessive tariffs them- 
selves contribyted. . No one whom he met 
took the view that economic difficulties in 
any country were going to be settled by 
putting tariffs on .everything—by high 
and ever higher tariffs... 

THE AGRICULTURAL INDUSTRY. 

There were peaple in this country at the 
present time. calling out for tariffs on 
everything. These were people who had 
‘not given the least thought or study to 
the matter.” It was most particularly 
difficult to help the agricultural’ industry 
in this country by tariffs. Agricultural 
tarifis were ,quite practical in a manu- 
facturing country, but in a country where 
they had an exportable surplus it was 
difficult to do anything for agricultural 
produce by means of tariffs, except in some 
minor line of production. ‘The reason 
was that no higher price could be obtained 
in the home market than that obtained 
for what was exported. 

They heard, calls for a tariff on bacon. 
A tariff on bacon could. not possibly 
increase the price that the Irish farmér 
would get for his -product, because the 
price here depended on the price he would 
get for what he exported. The same thing 
applied to butter. 

GOVERNMENT'S BELIEF. 

The talk about helping the farmer by 
tariffs on produce was inspired largely by 
people who were not agriculturists, and 
who were interested in getting more and 
more tariffs on industries, and were trying 
to swing the whole country in favour 
of maintaining high tariffs. The Govern- 
ment believed that certain tariffs were 
necessary in this country in order that 
they might balance the economic life, and 
in order that they might stimulate the 
industrial -life; but they recognised that 
tarifis tended. to increase the. prices te 
the consumer. Though one or two parti- 
cular tariffs, such as the cigarette tariff, 
did not incréase the prices to the con- 
sumer, the general rule was that tarifis 
sent the price of goods up. 

NO HASTY MEASURES. 

The Government was considéring the 
situation as it existed. They were giving 
serious attention to the matter, but they 
did not intend to let the present situation 
be used as a means of rushing them into 
méasutes which would. not -benefit the 
farmer, but which would injure~ the 
economit ‘structure of the tountfry and pre- 
vent its development along lines which 
they believed to be sound. . 

While they did not believe—with one ex- 
ception—that anything could be done for 
agriculture by tarifis; yet they were open 
to’ ‘consider any. proposals that could be 
made along the lines he indicated. They 
would be examined without delay, and it 
was for that reason that the Government 
was taking steps that would be effective 
immediately to set up a whole time Tariff 
Commission. : : 

BUSINESS-LIKE DEALING. 

The Government’s policy was to , deal 
with their affairs as every other country 
was doing—dealing with thein in a 
business-like way—and there was no aspect 
of national affairs that would not benefit 
by business-like dealing. | 

Speaking of the status of the country, 
he said that if they had adopted the atti- 
tude’ of their opponents and said that a 
republic still lived, it would have meant 
that their status would have been very 
much inferior to what it was to-day. They 
had removed many anomalies in the Treaty 
and the one or two that remained would 
also be removad. (Hear, hear.) :

NOTHING UNEXPECTED,

In a leading article The Times to-day 
observes :—Although the programme of 
legislation in the Speech from the Throne 
contained nothing unexpected, the short 
debate upon it yesterday was uncon- 
ventionally illuminating. The Prime 
Minister’s reply to Mr.  Baldwin’s 

ertinent and searching questions can have 
eft very little doubt about the Govern, 
ment’s legislative and tactical intentions, 
and Mr. Lloyd George was wise to take 
another twenty-four hours to reflect upon 
a situation which is probably more em- 
barrassing to the Liberal Party than 19 
had reason to anticipate. Mr. Macdonald 
made it plain that there is to be a respite 
from any highly controversial legislation, 
at least until after the Christmas recess. 
The first two measures to receive concen- 
trated attention are to be the bill for 
raising the school-leaving age and the bill 
for encouraging land settlement. There 
are also to be further undefined measures 
for dealing with the emergency of unem- 
ployment. . But though no difficult fence 
thus looms before his Liberal allies, he 
has erected a colossal test of their capacity 
to stay the course throughout the session. 

A bill to ‘* Increase the Chances of 
Industrial Peace ” and to remove a monu- 
ment of “ prejudice '” by the demolition 
of the Trade Disputes Act is definitely 
promised, and the major spur which, 
according to popular rumour, was to have 
induced the Liberals to jump this obstacle 
has been converted into a double bridle. 
The Prime Minister explained that the 
measure of electoral reform foreshadowed 
in the King’s Speech is to be a bill “' to 
deal with-the escapades of parties who are 
too wealthy to observe the law with strict 
accuracy.’’ This, on the face of it, means 
that the bill is to be a satisfaction of 
Socialist grievances against expenditure 
by other than party organisations during 
elections, and not a deal with the Liberals 
upon either proportional representation or 
the alternative vote. Taken in conjunc- 
tion with the Prime Minister’s calm 
assurance, that any of the programme 
left over from this session will be con- 
tinued in the next session, these explana- 
tions suggest the determjnation of the 
Government to run no risks until the 
Imperial and the Indian Conferences are 
over, and then to go ahead with a chal- 
lenging Socialist programme, defeat upon 
any item of which may give them a good 
election platform. 


TESTS FOR THE LIBERALS. 

There are certain points, indeed, in the 
programme, as explained by the Prime 
Minister, adds The Times, which may 
immediately test the readiness of the 
Liberal Party to fall in with his strategy. 
Mr. Lloyd George may not press too hard 
his already known resentment at what he 
considers a slight to the Simon report, and 
at what he suspects to be an unwarranted 
suspension of the Balfour declaration. 
But he may find it awkward not to agree 
with the Conservatives: in opposing the 
postponement of measures to reform un- 
employment insurance. The decision to 
“ee a Royal Commission, even before 
the Inter-Party Committee has reported, 
and apparently even before the various 
parties have submitted their considered 
views to the chairman, seems an extra- 
ordinary slight upon their work. It has 
long been clear that some aspects of this 

roblem—such as the sition of un- 
(insured industries, the function of em- 
j ployment exchanges, and the maintenance 
of those who fall out of insurance—would 
require further examination. But the 
restoration. of the.solvency of the Insur- 
ance Fund is a mathematical proposition 
upon which it is equally clear thatthe 
Government lacks not the knowledge, but 
the courage, to pronounce. 

Illegal exploitation of the fund may be 
rare, as the Prime Minister contended 
yesterday ; but it ought to be impossible, 
and the step required to stop it—namely, 
the establishment of a proper actuarial 
qualification—would also stop most of the 
present legal exploitation. The absence 
from the Prime Minister’s speech of any 
eoncurrence with any principle of reform, 
his insistence upon the totally irrelevant 
argument that the expenditure upon un- 
employment insurance and relief had 
bought internal peace, and his excuse that 
unemployment im this country was really 
less than it is abroad must go far to 
discount his promise to ‘“‘keep national 
interests always in front of partisan ad- 
vantage.”’

PREMIER’S REPLY TO MR. BALDWIN. 


Apart from the pomp associated with 
the presence of the King, the opening -of 
the patliamentary session at Westminster 
yesterday lack none of the old-time 
excitement. 

There was the usual early rush for 
seats in the Commons Chamber. So keen 
wore Doctor Vernon Davies and Major 
Nathan—the earliest arrivals—that they 
had lingered in the precincts of the House 
since the‘ t.id-hour of Monday night. 
Lady Astor arrived at about seven a.m., 
and in a queue of twelve or so was given 
precedence. Small groups of members 
entered the House from time to time 
during the forenoon, and by mid-day, 
when: the Speaker (Captain Fitzroy) 
appeared in his State robes of black and 
gold and in full-bottomed wig, there was 
a good attendance. 

On the Government bench were Mr. 
Arthur Henderson, Mr. J. H. Thomas, 
Sir ‘Charles Trevelyan, Mr. ‘Arthur 
Greenwood, Miss Margaret Bondfield and 
several junior Ministers, and on the front 
Opposition bench Mr. S. Baldwin was 
accompanied by Sir Arthur Steel-Mait- 
land and Sir John Gilmour. 

The Prime Minister, entering, was 
greeted with a subdued cheer from his 
followers. 

In the chair of the Clerk of the House 
sat for the first time Sir Horace C. 
Dawkins, successor to Sir Lonsdale 
Webster, who died during the recess. 

Just after noon Black Rod summoned 
members to the House of Lords to hear 
the King’s Speech from the Throne, a 
report of which appears elsewhere. Mr. 
Macdonald and Mr. Baldwin, following 
the Speaker at the head of the procession, 
chatted in friendly and animated fashion 
as they left the Chamber.

DEBATE ON THE ADDRESS. 


When the House of Commons re- 
assembled for its ordinary business at 
three o’clock there, was a very full attend- 
ance, and several members who were: un- 
able to find accommodation on the floor 
listened to the debate from the galleries. 
The first business was the introduction of 
a new member, Mr. E. T. Campbell, who 
has been elected for the Bromley Division 
of Kent, in place of the late Colonel C. J. 
James. He took the oath and his seat 
amid a chorus of cheers from the Opposi- 
tion benches. 

The Address in reply to the Speech from 
the Throne was moved by Mr. H. C. 
Charleton and seconded by Mr. W. B. 
Taylor, Labour members for South Leeds 
and South-West Norfolk respectively. 
Both departed from parliamentary pre- 
cedent by wearing ordinary lounge suits. 
Mr. Charleton, who is an ex-engine driver, 
thought it only appropriate that a man of 
his trade should ‘‘ take up the running ”’ 
at the beginning of a new session. In 
regard to the King’s Speech, he welcomed 
the reference to the Trade Disputes Act, 
which had been passed in a spirit of 
hostility to the miners’ strike. The time 
had now arrived for a reconsideration of 
the whole question. He did not pretend 
that the Speech would satisfy those who 
looked for ‘‘ socialism in our time,” but 
it did provide a generous contribution to 
the building of the fabric which. the 
Government had in view. i 

Mr. W. B. Taylor confined his remarks 
to the subject of agriculture. He drew a 
cheer from the Opposition benches when 
he said there was little hope of recovery 
in the industry unless arable farmers were 
FA some measure of economic justice. 

urprised at the applause from the other 
side, he hastened to explain that he did 
not mean fiscal justice. 


POINTED QUESTIONS 


o---— 
MR. BALDWIN’S SPEECH. 


Mr. Baldwin, who was received with 
loud Opposition cheers, opened his speech 
with an allusion to the loss of the airship 
R 101, and expressed the profoundest 
sympathy with the Prime Minister in the 
loss of a colleague and a trusted and well- 
beloved friend. He also referred to the 
deaths of four well-known members of the 
House during the recess, and to the succes- 
sion to the Clerkship of Sir Horace 
Dawkins, who, he was confident, would 
prove, like his predecessor, the guide, 
philosopher and friend of every member of 
the House. 

Coming to the proposals in the King’s 
Speech, which, he said, contained work to 
occupy Parliament for three years at least, 
he invited the Prime Minister to say on 
which of the refreshing fruits set out. he 
would start. (Laughter.) With regard 
to the Imperial Conference he would not 
press the Prime Minister to make a state- 
ment a day before he thought fit, but, he 
added, all we know now is that Mr. Mac- 
donald is confidently awaiting satisfactory 
results. (Laughter.) The question, he 
added, is as to the amount of confidence 
and the length of time he will have to 
wait. : 


DEVELOPMENT OF TRADE. 


We are glad to know, Mr. Baldwin con- 
tinued, that the Government will persist 
in its efforts to develop and extend home, 
imperial and foreign trade; but on this 
side of the House we have not noticed the 
start. (Laughter.) The only thing we 
have seen is the tariff truce, and we do 
“ot see how that will help trade. 
(a.nghter. ) 

Referring to suggested taxation of land 
values, Mr. Baldwin said that no one 
knew more of the difficulties of that sub- 
ject than Mr. Lloyd George. (Laughter.) 
There had never been a more brilliant 
team than that in Mr. Asquith’s Govern- 
ment which dealt with this subject. He 
asked himself where such a team was to 
come from at the present time. (“From 
Paddington,’’ shouted a Labour member. 
and Ministerialists langhed uproariously). 


ELECTORAL REFORM. 


Referring to the promised measure of 
electoral reform, those few - beautiful 
words, said Mr. Baldwin, have set me 
thinking. (Langhter.) I ask myself a 
question to which I cannot find an answer. 
(Cries of “ About the referendum,” and 
laughter.) No, he continued, it is 
not about that. This mav mean 
an effort on party lines to tinker with 
electoral law in such a way as may bring 
the greatest amount of benefit to the 
Labour Party and the least to mine. 
the other hand, it may mean that the 
correspondence between two very distin- 
guished leaders of parties, which I read 
about a fortnight ago with such regret, 
and I have been engaged in cor- 
respondence myself—(laughter)—really 
meant nothing, and that, after the 
breach between two distinguished men, 
which nothing could heal, righteousness 
and truth have kissed each other. (Loud 
laughter.) We shall retain respectful 
silence until the echoes of that osculation 
have died away, and consider then what 
we shall do. (Laughter. )

THE TARIFF PROBLEM. 
The Prime Minister (Mr. Ramsay 
Macdonald) at the outset expressed regret 
at the loss of R 101, and of brave men 
of all ranks, who now so appropriately 
shared a common grave. France, he said, 
by the sympathy she had shown, had 
once again touched the hearts of our 
people. 

e expressed the hope that the time 
of the House up to Christmas might be 
occupied largely with matters arising out 
of unemployment, such as the Education 
Bill and the Land Settlement Bill.. 

In regard to the despatch received from 
the Government of India, it dealt with 
the constitutional question, which would 
have to be discussed at the Round-Table 
Conference. Some little time must elapse 
before it could be published, 

He denied that the Government’s White 
Paper on Palestine marked any departure 
in policy in regard to the Palestinian 
Mandate. What had to be done was, 
while sticking strictly to the letter and 
spirit of the Mandate, to straighten out 
the difficulties that arose owing to-contra- 
dictory parts of it. 


THE IMPERIAL CONFERENCE. 
Mr. Baldwin had asked what was going 
on at the Imperial Conference. He 
thought that Mr. Baldwin knew more 
about that than the Dominion Prime 
Ministers themselves. Again and again 
he had associated himself with proposals, 
even before they were actually made. The 
Conference was concerned with two main 
subjects, although, for one reason or 
another, the economic side seemed to be 
receiving almost exclusive attention. 
Hon. members who believed that they 
could make more political capital out of 
the economic problems of the Conference 
were not doing justice to the Conference. 
He was not sure that tha most important 
and permanent part of the work that was 
being done was not in connection with 
declarations made by the predecessors of 
the present Government in 1926, relating 
to the Constitutions and political relations 
of various “parts of the Empire. That 
work was being proceeded with very 
rapidly on the economic side. shá 
‘I'he common purpose of the Dominions 
and the home Government was to increase 
inter-Dominion trade without any 
Dominion suffering in its own economic 
development. Each Dominion had made 
it perfectly clear that its schemes must be 
suited to its own needs first, and that any 
preferences given must not infringe on the 


1 Dominions’ own interests. a 


May. I not claim, he went on, that this 
country enjoys the status of a Dominion, 
and that we have to vote for the interests 
of this country? We have to consider 
what is being offered, .nd for how long, 
and under what conditions. 


GRADES OF PREFERENCE. 

There were, he continued, three grades 
of preference. There was, first, the pre- 
ference that amounted to full protection. 
Then there was a preference given to 
manufactures not yet started by the 
Dominions, but which, when started, 
would be sheltered by a protective wall. 
The third grade consisted of such things 
as motor chassis, which the Domunions 
did not intend to make, and in this de- 
partment. any preference would be of the 

reatest value to our producers, The 

minions had not been niggardly; they 
had been very generous, and he wondered 
what had happened to our: producers and 
manufacturers that they had made so little 
use of th@ preferences they had already 
got. 
There would be far more added to the 
production of this country and to our 
exports to the Dominions if our manu- 
facturers took full advantage of their 
present opportunities than if the Dominions 
increased their preference by five or ten 
per cent. 
EMPIRE FREE TRADE. 

Two things, he said, have emerged from 
the Conference. The first is that Empire 
free trade is an absolute fraud. No honest 
man, after what has transpired, can 
pretend that Empire free trade is an 
issue to go before the electors. The second 
point is that the only tariff we can impose 
that is worth anything to the Dominions 
is a tariff on food. The first thing every 
Premier says, and in some cases the last 
thing also, is “tax wheat.”” We cannot 
do it. (Cheers.) There are other ways of 
helping the Dominions, and these are being 
carefully explored. ' | 

Turning to international affairs, he said 
that it was only by arbitration and dis- 
armament that we could establish peace. 
In that matter we must march in step 


with other nations. 
UNEMPLOYMENT. 


On the subject of unemployment, he 

said that, if by exchanging views among 
various parties it was possible to smooth 
the wav for effective iegislation, he was 
at the disposal of the House. Was there, 
he asked, such a percentage of abuse under 
the present administration of unemploy- 
ment insurance as to create a general 
wrong? He did not believe there was. He 
was certain that the couatry had got full 
value for the money expended in connec- 
tion with unemployment insurance. 
Cheers. 
' A trate Disputes Bill would be imtro- 
duced with the object of increasing the 
chances of industrial peace in the country. 
An Electoral Reform Bill would also be 
introduced to deal with the escapades of 
arties who were too wealthy to observe the 
ba with strict accuracy. (Cheers and 
laughter. ) 

Mr. S. R. Wells (Conservative, Bedford) 
said that, on behalf of the relatives of 
those who lost their lives in the R 101, he 
desired to return thanks for the expres- 
sions of sympathy, both in this country 
and in France and other countries. The 
spirit of Cardington, he said, was not 
broken, and the people there were still 
ready to carry on if called upon to do so. 
He hoped that the dependents of those who 
lost their lives would be dealt with 
generously and sympathically. 

The debate was adjourned, 
House rose at five o'clock.

THE LICENSING 
LAWS. 


CRITICISM OF THEIR 
ADMINISTRATION, 


JUSTICE’S REPLY 10 
CLERGYMAN,

At the resumption of the adjourned Licens- 
ing Sessions in the Dublin District Court 
vesterday, Mr. G."P. Cussen, Senior Justice, 
replied to a recent criticism of the manner in 
which the licensing laws have been ad- 
ministered. 

““ At a recent temperance meeting, he said, 
‘‘ statements were made by one of the speakers 
with reference to the administration of the 
licensing laws, in which the Justices and the 
Guards were involved. ‘The reverend father 
who made these charges said, as reported in 
the Press — : 

‘“*The administration of the licensing 
laws is scandalous. The facilities with 
which some Justices grant more facilities 
for the sale oí drink is not to their credit. 
A Civic Guard must have a great deal 
of courage to take a licensing case into 
the Dublin Courts, because every loop- 
hole. real and imagined, is brought to 
bear against conviction.’ ”’ 

TRIBUTE TO GUARDS. 

Proceeding, Mr, Cussen said that his rea- 
son for referring to this statement was the 
suggestion that the Guards had been lax in 
the discharge of their duty. As Senior 
Justice, he desired to state publicly that he 
had never found any member of the Guards 
reluctant or afraid to discharge a. duty no 
matter how unpleasant it was. 

“T have found,” he said, ‘“the moral cour- 
age of-the Guards to be as high as we all 
know their physical courage to be.” 

Mr. Cussen then stated that from January 
to October of the present year, the superin- 
tendents, inspectors and sergeants 2 
before him about €00 licensing prosecutions, 
in which 230 traders were involved. That, 
he said, might suggest to the reverend speaker 
that he had been misinformed as far as the 
Guards were concerned. 

As Senior Justice, ‘all licensing prosecu- 
tions in Dublin came before him, and he did 
not personally regret the comments on his 
decisions. The reverend father was, of course, 
entitled to his opinions, but he (Mr. Cussen) 
might mention that nearly all the decisions 
appealed against were confirmed. When his 
decisions were varied, the alteration was 
generally to reduce the penalty which he had 
imposed. 

His. colleagues and he had to administer 
the law as it stood, and he said eight years 
ago in taking office—in October, 1922—that 
‘our aim will always be by conscientious 
consideration, and with God’s help, to do 
justice between all, rich and poor, State and 
péople.” His aim was sfill the same. 

EXEMPTION ORDERS. 

Mr. Cussen then went on to say that the 
present was, perhaps, a convenient oppor- 
tunity to state the practice with regard to 
the cranting of exemption orders and occa- 
sional licences for the sale of drink and the 
extension of dancing lhcences. 

An order allow'ng the sale ef drink after 
hours was granted only to-enable drink to be 
consumed at-a dinner or a supper. He re- 
quired a written undertaking that drink would 
be supplied ‘only .to those sitting down at 
dinner or supper,. and not. elsewhere on the 
premises. | : 

An extensión of hours for dancing was 
granted only on. a written undertaking that 
drink was not to be supplied. during the .ex- 
tended hours,. except at supper, and then 
only to those: sitting’ down at supper, which 
must be served elsewhere than in the Eall- 
roem. 

As might’ be expected, some persons re- 
sented these restrictions and set out to evade 
them. He only declared these restrictions— 
he could not enforce them—but he had re- 
ceived the ereafest assistance in that direc- 
tion from ‘tlre Guards, the managers of the 
hotels and dance halls and their respective 
solicitors. He believed that. the conditions 
were generally obsérved. 

Concluding, Mr. Cussen said that he always 
welcomed suggestions from anyone if they 
helped the cause of temperance and prevented 
abuse.

OBJECTION TO TEANSFER 
OF LICENCES. |

The Association’ opposed an application 
made on behalf of Richard Henry Beamish, 
Chairman of Messrs. Beamish and Crawford, 
brewers, Cork, -for the transfer to him of 
licences in respect of premises at ól Wexford 
street, 8 North Wall, and 47 Parnell square, 
Dublin. Objections to the transfer were 
made by one parishioner in the case of each 
application. ' 

Mr. Phelps, K.C. (instructed by Messrs. 
Cartan O'Meara arid Kieran, solicitors), 
appeared for the applicant. Mr. O'Flaherty 
(Chief State Solicitor's office) represented the 
Civic Guard, who did not. oppose the applica- 
tions. pn 

In his evidence, Mr. Beamish said that he 
had got seven licensed premises in Dublin. 
Each had a head barman, who was responsible 
for the good conduct of the premises. There 
had never been any complaint during the 
two years he had the premises m Dublin. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Rice, he said that 
h> had about 90 licences in Cork, the majority 
of which were. “tied ' houses, meaning that 
thev were let to tenants. A barman’s pro- 
motion depended on his personal ability and 
good character rather than on the amount 
of his sales. | 

Mr. Rice submitted that the law never 
contemplated the syndication of licensed 
premises, and contended that in view of his 
other great interests, Mr. Beamish could not 
give personal attention .te the. conduct. of 


}, | his premises in Dublin, ““ 


” Mr. Cussen said that’ his view was that the 
abuse was less likely to occur where licences 
were held in the name of one of the respon- 
sible members of a firm. It was not quite 
xight to say that this was an innovation.

| Other licensed traders in the city had more 
than one premises, and his experience was 
that they were conducted, if not better, cer- 
tainly as well as any other house in Dublin. 

Mr. Cussen referred to the case where a 
number of licences were held by the secre- 
tary of the Great Southern Railways, in 
respect of which there were seldom any 
abuses. The licensee of a number of houses 
also knew that if there was an abuse in 
respect of one of them, objection might be 
made against all at the annual licensing 
sessions. 

He granted the application. 

In the case of the second and third 
applications, Mr. Rice said that he would 
withdraw the objections in view of Mr. 
Cussen’s decision.
